I want to send out an email that 
offers the best options as a reminder and not ones that don't always work (zero for a 
live body).

Good mornfng Governor Palin, 

I had a customer call me yesterday morning. His name is Davft Hashagen, and he lives in the Port 
Tongass Viilage Association near Ketonikan. His number is [Privileged or | His address is P.O. Box 831 1 , 
Ketonikan, Alaska 99901 . 1 promised him that I would email you and the Commissioner of the 
Department of Administration with his complaint I am also copying my division director since our division 
is responsibie for the State of Alaska's telecommunications. Mr. Hashagen stated that he had talked with 
someone in the Commlssioner's office several weeks ago, but he never heard from anyone via phone or 
mail. He did not recall who he had talked with. 

Here's the sltuation. The residents in his area no longer have land lines since cell phones were deployed. 
In order to make a call, they have to row out into the middle of the bay to get cell phone connection. They 
have to do this even in bad seas if a call needs to be made. 

His complaint (s not being abte to talk to a live person whenever he calls State of Alaska numbers during 
normal business hours (8:00am until 5:00pm). All he gets are auto attendants or to leave a voice 
message. He can't just sit in a skifF for hours waiting for someone to call him back. In addltion, he has also 
found that many state employees don't update their voice messages if they are on leave or out of their 
office for an extended time. He would like to call and at least have the option to get to another Ih/e person. 
He added, "This is ineffteient for the public and other govemment employees as well. We have advanced 
communlcation technology; butwe have a breakdown in communication because State of Alaska 
employees use that technotogy not to answer their phones. tt should be a given if a customer calls the 
state govemment, they are able to reach a live person." 

Under the previous Meridian phone system our telephones were programmed to efther.

What l fbund by calling assorted numbers in my own division as a test and pressing during the voice message- 

1) some went into a loop "insisting" you leave a voice message at the callee's voice mailbox 

2) some rolled to the division receptionist 

3) the ETS Help Center's staff personal lines roli to another Help Center analyst phone 

We all know that the State of Alaska has a high staff turnover. I deal with State employees daily and whether they 
are brand new to the State or have been with the state a long time, they need to be trained in their positions. Most 
employees are not showed how to use their phones on their desk. It's assumed they know how to use any type of 
phone. Each system has unique capabilities. The Enterprise Technology Services Division provides the folio wing 
site to assist In leaming the current telephone system: 
httD:/ywww.state.ak.usyiocal/akDaQes/ADMIN/info/VolPoho neTrainina.oot 

However, most employees do not know this site even exists. Also, the srte does not have the directfons for State 
of Alaska staff to reprogram their phone to redirect callers. I have included those directions below. Telephone 
etiquette is no longer a priority. I too encounter auto attendants and voice mails all day long due to the nature of 
my job duties. But I have the luxury of being able to sit at my desk to receive callbacks versus sitting in a skffT in 
the middle of a bay waiting for a call from someone that I don't know is even going to cati me back. During my 20 
years as a State of Alaska employee, I have seen a serfous decline in qua(ity customer service. We seem to be 
making it harder for the public to perform business with the State. We don't want to have live contact anymore. It 
is assumed that everyone has a computer, and they know how to use it. I work with Internal and external 
customers all day long, and that is truly not the case. 

Lastly, I supervise the State's Information Operators. They answer an average of 100 plus calls a day. I answer 
their calls during their breaks and lunch times if their normal backup Is not available. I am always tokJ, "I am so 
glad to be talkfng to a real person. Can you assist me in finding...?" Over 40% of those calls are customers trying 
to find the division that administers a particular service. 

Cisco VOIP phones can be programmed by each SOA employee to redirect callers: 

-log into your voice mail 

-select option 4 (setup options) 

-select option 3 (personal settings) 

-select option 4 (altemate contact number) 

-listen to that number that is currently programmed 

-select option 1 to change that number 

-enter the new 4-dtgit number followed by a pound (#) sign (note: after the full deployment of the VOIP phones— 
this step will change to 'enter the new 7-digit number. . . ') 
-then press star/asterisk (*) to exit 

Please note that employees' phones that are part of auto attendants may already be programmed a certain way 
within that auto attendant; and that should be checked before an employee makes any changes to their phone. 

I am going to mail Mr. Hashagen a copy of this email as a confirmation that I did send his complaint to the 
Governor's Office and to the Department of Admlnistration's Commissioner J s office.

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I just received a phone call from Tony Brock with BP notifying me that the Prudhoe Bay 
field is currently shut down. Deadhorse has had phase 2 and 3 weather conditions with a 
lot of snow. BP believes that an airline for the fuel gas system ruptured, which resulted 
in the power plant shutting down, and eventually the entire field (approximate time 12:30 
am today) . 



BP has currently re-established fuel to the power system and is in the process of starting 
the power plant now. Tony does not have any indication of how long it will take for 
everything to be back on-line but will provide me with an update and schedule this 
afternoon.

Important notes - there were no injuries, BP does not believe there were any spills, and 
all eguipment functioned properly, including emergency facilities.

Good moming Govemor Palin, 

I had a customer call me yesterday moming. His name is Dave Hashaaen. and he lives m the Port 
Tongass Village Association near Ketchikan . His number is iPrivileged or tH is address is P.O. Box 831 1 , 



Ketchikan Alaska 99901 . 1 promised him that I would email you and the Commissioner of the 
Department of Administratlon with his complaint. I am also copying my division director since our division 
is responsible for the State of Alaska's telecommunications. Mr. Hashagen stated that he had talked with 
someone in the Commissioner's office several weeks ago, but he never heard from anyone via phone or 
mail. He did not recall who he had talked with. 

Here's the situation. The residents in his area no tonger have land lines since cell phones were deptoyed. 
In order to make a call, they have to row out into the middle of the bay to get cell phone connection. They 
have to do this even in bad seas if a call needs to be made. 

His complaint is not being able to talk to a live person whenever he calls State of Alaska numbers during 
normal business nours (8:00am until 5:00pm). AH he gets are auto attendants or to leave a voice 
message He can't just sit in a skiff for hours waiting for someone to call him back. In addition, he has also 
found that many state employees don't update their voice messages if they are on leave or out of their 
office for an extended time. He would like to call and at least have the option to get to another live person. 
He added "This is inefficient for the public and other govemment employees as well. We have advanced 
communteation technology; but we have a breakdown in communfcatlon because State of Alaska 
employees use that technology not to answer their phones. It should be a glven if a customer calls the 
state govemment, they are able to reach a live person." 

Under the previous Meridian phone system our telephones were programmed to either 

1) go to the Information Operator when the customer pressed during the voice message they 
were listening to 

2) go to another employee in that section that you are calling when you press 

3) go to the Division receptionist when you press 

What I found by calling assorted numbers in my own division as a test and pressing during the voice 
message: 

1 ) some went into a loop "insisting" you leave a voice message at the callee s voice mailbox 

2) some rolled to the division receptionist 

3) the ETS Help Center's staff personal lines roli to another Help Center analyst phone 

We all know that the State of Alaska has a high staff turnover. I deal with State employees daily and 
whether they are brand new to the State or have been with the state a tong time, they need to be trained 
in their positions. Most employees are not showed how to use their phones on their desk. ITb assumed 
they know how to use any type of phone. Each system has unique capabilities. The Enterprise 
Technology Services Division provides the following site to assist in leaming the current telephone 
system: http://www.stote akus/kxal/a ^^ 

However most employees do not know this site even exists. Also, the site does not have the directions 
for State of Alaska staff to reprogram their phone to redirect callers. I have included those directions 
below Telephone etkjuette is no longer a priority. t too encounter auto attendants and voice mails all day 
tong d'ue to the natura of my job duties. But I have the luxury of being able to sit at my desk to receive 
callbacks versus sitting in a skiff in the middle of a bay waiting for a call from someone that I don't know 
is even golng to call me back. During my 20 years as a State of Alaska employee, I have seen a senous 
decline in quality customer service. We seem to be making it harder for the public to perform business 
with the State. We don*t want to have live contact anymore. It is assumed that everyone has a Computer, 
and they know how to use it I work with internal and extemal customers all day long, and that is truly not 
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the case. 

Lastly I supervise the State's Information Operators. They answer an average of 100 plus calls a day. I answer 
their calls diiring their breaks and lunch times if their normal backup is not available. I am always told, "I am so 
glad to be talking to a real person. Can you assist me in finding. . . ?" Over 40% of those calls are customers trying 
to find the division that administers a particular service. 

Cisco VOIP phones can be programmed by each SOA employee to redirect callers: 

-log into your voice mail 

-select option 4 (setup optiorts) 

-select option 3 (personal settings) 

-select option 4 (alternate contact number) 

-listen to that number that is currently programmed 

-select option 1 tochange that number 

-enter the new 4-digit number followed by a pound (#) sign (note: after the full deployment of the VOIP phones— 
this step will change to 'enter the new 7-digit number...') 
-then press star/asterisk (*) to exit 

Please note that employees' phones that are part of auto attendants may already be programmed a certain way 
within that auto attendant; and that should be checked before an employee makes any changes to their phone. 

I am going to mail Mr. Hashagen a copy of this email as a confirmation that I did send his complaint to the 
Govemor's office and to the Department of Administration's Commissioner's Office.

The borough said Thursday that it is prepared to put state aid, aimed at boosting energy 
efficiency in homes, on the fast track. 

The Assembly also set aside $1.3 million for early design studies on a proposed coal-to-synthetic 
fuel energy project 

Borough officials said part of the expected state aid, about $8 million from the Alaska Housing 
Finance Corp., will go toward rating the energy efficiency of thousands of homes this summer. 

The housing Corporation says homeowners looking for energy rebates under the program must 
work with a trained, certified energy rater to analyze their homes. 

The homeowner can then make improvements, get a follow-up inspection, and apply submitting 
receipts and a report from the rating specialist for a rebate check that could reach as high as 
$10,000 for large-scale improvements.

The rebate program comes as the housing Corporation also prepares to expand its long-running 
weatherization program to cover homeowners making up to the state's median income, which is 77,700 
for a farnily of four. The program, was previousty limited to low-income residents.

Earlier in the week I forwarded the press release iri which you spoke of the hardship the high fuel costs are having 
on Alaskans. IVe received responses from several legislators, all requestlng additional information when it 
becomes avatlable (which I will be sure gets distributed). Additionally some have commented on their agreement 
with you r assessment that a problem exists and could be addressed. Some want to be part of any working groups 
formed to investigate options. 

Here are some specifics: 

Wagoner and Therriault that would 
make payments to utility companies to be passed along as reduced billings to consumers. However, he also felt 
that the focus of the upcoming speclal session should be solely on AGIA. 

Rep. Kerttula told of the elderty and low income Juneau residents and their struggles to pay not only the elevated 
fuel costs, but also the antJcipated higher electrical rates resulting from the avalanche. She acknowledges the 
problems that rural communities have had for years. She stressed that she does not want to 'g'rve you a hard 
time" and recognizes the task you are faced with. 

Rep. Seaton is sending an email to Steve Haagenson with a proposal invoMng net metering (I can send it to you 
ifyouareinterested). 

Rep. Keller has questions and comments for Steve regarding the use of Cook Inlet reserves versus a bullet line. 

These last two IVe listed pertain more appropriately to a longer term solutlon and can be conskJered later. 

This is just for your Information and to let you know that your message has been received in the legislature and 
that many are Interested in working with you to flnd a solution.

I just got off the phone with Bernard Hajny, BP's Tax Manager. Here's what he told me: 



-The disruption of power affected the 6 Prudhoe processing plants. As I understand it, 
this means the 3 Flow Stations on the Eastern side and the 3 Gathering Centers on the 
Western side. Ali production that goes through these stations were shut in. This LIKELY 
includes the volumes going through the Endicott pipeline as those volumes come from Flow 
Station 2, but Bernard could not confion that. 



-It did NOT impact BP's other operations: GPMA, Milne, Northstar, Endicott 



-5 of the 7 generators at the Central Power Station are up with enough power restored to 
start getting the 6 processing stations restored. 



-BP expects to have 3 of the processing stations restored today and the other 3 by the end 
of tomorrow. 



-Bernard said to expect volumes to be down drastically today, with ramping up production 
over the 1-3 days. 



If you have other guestions, I can forward them on to Bernard.
